Is Czaxr’s Fortune 
In London Bank 


Sixty Million With Interest Said To 
Be On Deposit 

A remarkable statemen, with refer- 
ence to the private fortune of the late 
Czar of Russia, has just appeared in 
the Lialian Press. 

On the authority of “a bigh person- 
age formerly,at the Court of Nicholas 
ll.” it is declared that a capital sum 
of approximately $60,000,000 plus ac- 
eryed interest, is still on deposit im 
London for the late @zar’s account and 
that the surviving members of the Im- 
perial family are disposed to leave 
the manner of its distribution among 
them to the decision of some such ar- 
biter as King George or Kine Victoria 
Emmanuel. 

There ts a difficulty, however, in the 
absence of legal proof that the Crar 
and his family are dead, 

According to the authority 
lihe Czar’s fortune, deposited in Low 
don, was at the outbreak of war very 
imuch greater than the sum now mien- 
| tioned. Quite half of it, however, 
was withdrawn by him and employed 
in meeting the needs of his country 
fond in alleviating wartime distress. 
| After the revolution further consider- 
lable sums were withdrawn to finance
